Frict on with Chairman Sbonts, 
of tue Isthmian Canal Commission, 
IS believed in Washington to have 
been one of the causes that led to 
the resignation of Chief Engineer 
Wallace. There is also some rea 
son for thinking that Mr. Wallace 
may have reached the conclusion 
that the construction of the canal 
would Ire impracticable. 

Germanv’s reply to the latest 
French note on the Motocoan con- 
troversy is said to have been pre 
pared and to contain a request for 
a clearer statement of France’s pro- 
gramme in Morocco. Should the 
rejoinder from France be satisfac- 
tory on the subject of coast trade 
and frontiers, it is further said, Ger- 
many will abandon the idea of an 
international conference.
